smanently maimed his left hand, “for the greater 
ory of his right,” as he described it. 


“That was Cervantes, gallant soldier, as well as liter- 
fy genius. Like his DON QUIXOTE he had many

“Cervantes was born at Alcala de Henares, Spain, in 
1547. Litcle is known about his early life until 1570 
Giwhich time he enlisted for miliary service in Italy.

Cervantes’ misfortunes continued. Three years later, 
while he was serving on a government collection post, 
an agent to whom he had entrusted his collections 
absconded, and Cervantes was accused of mismanaj- 
ing the funds. The penalty he paid was dismissal from 
public service and a gaol sentence in Seville. 


It was while he was in gaol that he conceived the 
idea for DON QUIXOTE and began the’ actual writ- 
ing. Although he originally intended it-as a short 
story, he was still so absorbed in, it upon his release 
from prison that he kept on writing and expanded jt 
into a long volume. This ridicule of the romance of 
chivalry caught on with the public, ‘The wealth of 


comedy in DON QUIXOTE, its 
variety of incident and penecrac- 
ing criticism of life were specd- 
ily appreciated. Yet 5 months 
after its publication Cervances 
had to borrow 450 reales fro.a 
his publisher! (grag 
-Cervantes mentioned vaguely 
at times that there would be 4 
sequel co DON QUIXOTE.

CAPTAIN ARTHUR WERMUTH . . . 
HERO OF BATAAN 


“On the peninsula’ of Bataan, heroes were” 


‘born, On that far corner of jungle earth where 
Americans had shed their blood in a gallant 
defense of American soil, sheer dating and 
courage reached a peak. 


) One of those heroes is Captain Arthur Wer- 
‘muth, who was known to his fellow-officers at 
Bataan as thé one-man army. Wermuth, a strap- 
ping, good-looking 190 pounder with a Van 
Dyke ,beatd, made history through his daring 
exploits. Often accompanied by. his faithful 
friend, a half-Filipino called Jock, Wermuth 
penetrated the Japanese lines'so many times 
that his men in the 57th Filipino Scout Regi- 
‘ment, said jocularly that he spent more time 
behind the Japanese lines than in his own en- 
eemene 116 Japanese captured . . . and 
imany more killed . . . was the spectacular record 
jhe hung up. 


Wermuth was at home in the mountains of 
"Bataan, having lived there for many years be- 
-fore the war. His boyhood was spent outdoors, 
!too, Oh-a ratichin “South Dakota. For later

Military Academy at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, 
and was something of a hero there 


When he first began his scout patrolling in 
Bataan, the 57th Scout Regiment was holding 
the right flank of the Bataan front. To the left 
‘was an American outpost cut off from them by 
la troop of several thousand Japanese. The husky 
‘x-foorball player volunteered to get to the be- 
seiged Americans, and crawled through swamp 
and jungle past the Nipponese lines.

‘Wermuth volunteered for a lone reconnaissance 
_ |patrol. He got by Japanese front lines and had 
just dived for safety into a fox-hole when a 
tong line'of Japs:crossed a ridge several hundred 


‘yards away. Wermuth peeked out of the fox: 
hole, long enough to kill 30 of them. “I drop- 
ped them like ducks in a coney island shoata 
gallery,” he later explained. aie 


Another time he volunteered to burn down 
the town of Samal, held by: the enemy. Just 
before dawn he crawled through the lines with 
5 gallons of gasoline. The little slant-eyed devils 
were sleeping. Wermuth casually’ walked: past 
their sheds, sprinkled gasoline, threw a lighted 
match and ran out. The men of the 57th, watch- _ 
ing flames shoot up into an already pinkish sky, 
knew that their “one-man army’ “had done his 
work. 


Wermuth ventured again, when it was found 
that American telephone lines had been tapped. 

| Cautiously, he and Jock crept to an irrigation 
ditch in a rice field, where they. spied. three 
Japanese listening on the tapped, telephone and 
sending the messages they overheard over a 
radio set to their own lines. 

+ ‘The capraity acted swiftly. Kosling over from 
a slope that backed ‘the Nipponese he landed-in 
the midst of them. A split second later Jock, 
also rolling oyer, landed among them. In the 
gun-fire that followed, two Japanese were 
killed, but the third wounded Wermuth in ‘the 
elbow ‘with’ a bayonet before Jock was ablé to 

t fire the shot that finished the last “of the! Bits:

Jock carried the wounded captain as well as 


_ the captured equipment back to camp. 


i Doctors had a difficult patient in Wermuth 
because in two days he insisted on leaving the 
hospital’ Snipers infiltering behind American 
lines were flooding the hospital with wounded 
Americans. The Japanese exploit snipers to the 
limit, send hosts of men into trees overlooking 
enemy positions and trails to harass.and pick off 
enemy troops. Wermuth,at once formed a “sui- 
cide anti:sniper” unit with 84 volunteers to 
eliminate the enemy reported to: number 300, 


Every morning between daybreak and 8:30 
the snipers were paid a visit by Wermuth’s unit. 
Punctually each -morning one sector of the 
Sniper area was cleaned out. The ‘“‘anti-snipers’ " 
_dawn visit ceased only when they had succeeded 
in killing more than 250 Japanese and in wip- 
ing out a number of enemy machine-gunners 
with their hand grenades, 


‘Wermuth next turned to cleaning up a biv- 
ouac. He, Jock, and a few scouts crawled 2500 
yards through the enemy lines when they lo- 
cated the bivouac of 450 Nipponese. He at 
once sent “a runner back to notify a near-by 
‘artillery battery of the bivouac’s location, then 
“he and Jock began to craw! back through the 
dense jungle, while big American guns, pouring 
high explosives, were shattering the bivouac. 


Suddenly, Wermuth detected a figure moving 
through the jungle . . . then another . . . and 
“another. There were at least a. dozen Japanese 
encircling the two Americans. Hide-and-seek is 
“the grim jungle’ game the Japanese play, but 
Wermuth and Jock were equal to it. In a flash 
they had climbed a tree and were picking off the 
enemy. When 7 had dropped and the others 
‘had fled, Wermuth and Jock climbed down, 
“thinking all of the 7 dead. However, one, an 
“officer, was still alive, and reached for his gun. 
Wermuth remembered that he and Jock had 
“fred the last of their bullets. But a moment 


before the Nippon could fire, the husky captain \ 


hurled the empty tommy-gun at him, 


Half an hour later, Wermuth and Jock 
stached their regiment with the Japanese officer 
their prisoner. Indicative of Wermuth’s casual- 
fess in regard to these fearless undertakings was 
the entry in his diary for that day: Nothing 
| eg happened,” 


* Once Wermuth, on a patrol, walking far be. 
"hind enemy lines, encountered a Japanese ad- 
miral being given information about American

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battle placements by @ captured Filipino wha 
had turned traitor to the United States. Single- 
handed Wermuth captured the pair by pretend- 
ing that he was accompanied by an entire unit, 
and, by keeping to the edge of the jungle area, 
marched them without trouble to the American 
lines! 


Soon afterwards, Wermuth and 5 marines 
volunteered to detonate an aerial incendiary 
bomb in a cornfield studded with snipers. En- 
route to the cornfield, just a few feet from the 
main road they ran into enemy machine-gun 
nests and a network of trenches. Wermuth and 
his marines attacked the nests with hand-gre- 
nades. These they annihilated . . . then went 
‘onto the’ business of detonating the bomb... a 
quiet easy business after the machine-gun nest 
affair. 


But Wermuth and Jock “walked right into a 
machine-gun” . . ..so Wermuth put it... when 
the pair were engaged in a jungle battle to repel 
a Japanese landing on the West Bataan Coast. 
Both. were slightly wounded, though a bullet 
entered Wermuth’s ribs and came out of his 
back. The faithful Jock, despite his injury, car- 
ried the Captain to a hospital. 


“I don't believe any Jap bullet will get me,” 
Wermuth declared. . . . He hopes to survive 
the war and fulfill a fond ambition to send Jock 
to a military school in the United States after 
the war. 


Where is Wermuth now? . . . Somewhere in 
the South Pacific Area, srill fighting gallantly. 
His exploits on our trop2tad artle-fronts, have 
become almost legendary. Wermuth already 
holds 3 medals. . . The Silver Star for gallantry, 
The Distinguished Service Cross for extra-ordin- 
ary heroism, and The Purple Heart with 2 
clasps . . . and will undoubtedly win many 
others to keep them company!
